If three honrs a day is the 
physical limit of a child's capacity for 
profitable mental effort, it follows that 
a chitd will mate as good intellectual 
progress in three honrs a day as he 
will in five or six. The writer referred 
to adds that the- half-time system has 
been in operation in England for over 
thirty -years, on a very large'seale, in 
connection with physical training and 
n great variety of industrial employ- 
ments, with this extraoidinary and 
most unexpected result, that children 
who axe at school only half-time, in 
inttitfctual attainments equal those 
whdare at school all the time.

is the testinony of reliable and faith- 
ful school inspectors, distinguished 
and experienced teachers, head mas- 
ters, school superintendents, mem-

physical exercises with the 'greatest 
relish; and r.ftcr these are over, they 
return to their studieu with brighter, 
fresher, closer and more efficient atten- 
tion. These exerciaec quicken the in- 
tellectual faculties of pupils, who 
seem anxious ro get along, and more 
earnest in their efforts. They study 
with more spirit, energy and success, 
and their very success stimulates them 
to renewed effort. They thus form n 
more valuable habit of mind, of quick,, 
concentrated thought. Wo all know 


''that the best rest for an overtasked 


mind is bodily exertion. We have tea- 
siiwcny from Sweden that children 
who are inapt at mout.il work, after 
having exercised at gymnastics, .in- 
.stead o! being .dull and opposed to 
.study, become lively and disposed to 
receive instruction.'
